of th e docket, discussing th e issues 
and an argument on a motion for 
a new trial. 
Th e motion on a new trial 
in­ 
v olv es th e case of th e Smith -Jack- 
son Comp any of Newcastle against 
th e city of Newcastle. Th e suit was 
h eard h ere last sp ring and judgment 
for th e p laintiff was returned against 
th e city . Th e city , h owev er, filed 
a 
motion for a new trial, wh ich h as 
been p ending for 
sev eral month s, 
and wh ich is sch eduled to be taken 
up Monday . 
Th e court calendar

lined by Judge 'Sp arks, and will be 
giv en consideration Monday by th e 
attorney s wh en th ey assemble at th e 
op ening session of th e court term.

SUDDEN AIR T I L L BLAMED 


Dead Aviator Failed to Work Con­ 
trols in Landing at Yorkville, Ind.

Th e sudden “ air th rills” are resp on­ 
sible for some airp lane 
accidents 
■was th e th eory adv anced today by 
Robert Ileade, wh o is suffering from 
sev ere injuries receiv ed in a p lane 
crash near Yorkv ille, Ind., y esterday 
in wh ich Sergeant “ T ex as” Griffith 
was killed. 
“ We slid into a v irtual bank as 
we were coming down to aligh t 
at 
Yorkv ille” Meade said. “ Griffith did­ 
n't do a th ing to righ t th e sh ip and 
I y elled for h im to let go of th e con­ 
trols th at I migh t work th em. I p ull­ 
ed frantically but th e controls re­ 
mained stuck until we h it. A p p ar­ 
ently becoming ex cited wh en we went 
into th e v ertical bank. Griffith 
a p ­ 
p arently h ad ‘frozen’ th e 
stick” 
Meade said. 
Th e p lane crash ed killing Griffith . 
Meade suffered sev ere la<j?rations 
a bo ut the fa ce a nd six bro ken ribs. 


Unknown to most citizens, 
th e 
city of Rush v ille today quietly ob­ 
serv ed a birth day anniv ersary . 
Just 43 y ears ago, Sep tember 4, 
18 8 3, th e v oters elected th eir 
first 
city ticket, and graduated from th e 
class of incorp orated 
towns, 
to 
th at of a city . 
Th at first election 43 y ears 
ago 
today , was p receded by 
a stormv 
session, in wh ich 
op p osition 
was 
offered. Th e first ticket was 
only 
a temp orary organization, and th e 
city officials just h eld office until th e 
regular election wh ich followed in 
May . 
P rior to 'Sep tember 4. 18 8 3, Rush ­ 
v ille was a town. It was gov erned 
with a board of town trustees, wh ich 
consisted of six men. Th e last board 
was comp osed of 
th e 
following: 
George T. Aultman, trustee for 
th e 
first district; George 
G. 
Mauzy , 
trustee for th e second district; J o ­ 
sep h B. Frazer, trustee for th e th ird 
district; Joh n H. Bebout, trustee for 
th e fourth district; 
Lawrence 
J. 
Geragh ty , trustee for th e fifth dis­ 
trict, and Alvin B. Hinch man, trus­ 
tee for th e six th district. H. P. Mc­ 
Guire was town clerk. 
Istead of a may or,t h e board was 
p resided ov er by a p resident, 
wh o 
was Mr. Bebout, one of th e 
trus­ 
tees mentioned abov e. 
On August 2, 18 8 3, a p etition was 
p resented to th et own asking th at an 
elction be h eld to determine wh eth ­ 
er th e gov ernment of th e town could 
not be ch anged to th at of a 
city . 
Th e p etition was signed bv 301 v ot­ 
ers. Th e p resident of th e board re ­ 
ceiv ed th e p etition, and 
ap p ointed 
Mr. Mauzy and Mr. Frazer, trustees 
to look ov er th e p etition and see if 
it was p rop erly signed and make 
a 
rep ort at th e nex t meeting. 
Th e committee in th eir rep ort at 
th e nex t meeting stated 
th at 
th e 
signatures were good, and th at 
it 
contained th e required number, 
e- 
qual to one-th ird of th e legal v ot­ 
ers. A resolution was 
accordingly 
p assed by th e town board on August 
7 setting out th at th e p etition 
h ad 
been filed asking for a city ( barter, 
and th at th e 18 8 0 gov ernment cen­ 
sus sh owed Rush v ille to h av e 2,500 
p op ulation wh ich would justify 
th e 
ch ange in gov ernment. Th e resolu­ 
tion stated th at August 21 
would 
be th e date lor h olding an election. 
Th e p lace for th is election was at 
th e court h ouse. Ballots were 
p re­ 
p ared. wh ich were to designate wh e­ 
th er th e v oter wanted to 
continue 
with town gov ernment, or no ch ange 
in to a city form of gov ernment. 
All p ersons wanting to make th e 
ch ange were to v ote “ Y es” , 
and 
th ose op p osed were to v ote “ no.” 
Th is election was h eld August 21, 
and th e v ote fav ored th e 
ch ange. 
On th e day following th e town board 
h eld a sp ecial session, 
canv assed 
th e v ote and found it to be correct. 
Th ey th en set about p rep aring 
for 
(h e ch ange of gov ernment. 
Th e first step th at nigh t was to 
create wards, and abolish th e 
six 
districts in town. Th e ordinance was 
p assed making th ree wards, 
wh ich 
h av e not been 
altered during 
th e 
43 y ears. Th e div ision into 
wards 
was made necessary so th at eoun- 
cilmen could be elected from 
th e 
wards. An election was th en ordered 
for Sep tember 4, 18 8 3, \th ich is th e 
43d anniv ersary today . 
Notices of th e city election 
were 
p osted in th ere p ap ers*, th e Rush v ille 


Rep ublican, th e Rush v ille Jackson­ 
ian and th e Rush v ille Grap h ic, call­ 
ing attention to th e fact th at a city 
election would be h eld and new o f­ 
ficers selected for th e city . 
Th e notices stated th at th e v oters 
would elect th e following: one m ay ­ 
or, one clerk, one 
assessor, 
one 
treasurer, one marsh all, and 
two 
council men from each ward, or six 
councilmen. Th e th ree v oting p laces 
were designated as follows: 
first 
ward, at th e court h ouse, th e second 
ward at th e engine h ouse and 
th e 
th ird ward at th e office of th e Fonts 
and Moifitt Mill. 
Th e judges andi nsp eetors 
for 
th e first election were also ap p ointed. 
Politics did not enter th e first elec­ 
tion. Men ran for office because th ey 
were urged to do so. Th e editor 
of 
th e Jacksonian was an ardent p ro­ 
p onent for city gov ernment. Th e edi­ 
tor of th e Rep ublican took issue in 
th e cause. 
Wh en th e election was finally a s ­ 
sured, th e subject came up as to wh o 
would be th e candidate for may or, 
and th e editor of th e 
Rep ublican 
sh ifted th e burden to th e editor of 
of th e Jacksonian. George If. P un t­ 
enney , th e Jacksonian editor, 
and 
ardent sup p orter for city 
gov ern­ 
ment, was urged to make th e race, 
and carry th rough th e p lans wh ich 
h e fostered. 
Th e first ticket so elected, 
con­ 
sisted of Mr. Puntenney as may or, 
Josep h A. Armstrong as clerk, Sam ­ 
uel G. Vance as marsh al, 
Alv in 
Hinch man as assessor, William 
K. 
Hav ens as treasurer. Th e six coun­ 
cilmen 
wene as follows: Leonidas 
Link and Absalom Pav y from 
th e 
first ward; Joh n T. Fonts and Joh n 
Readle from th e second ward 
and 
Martin Boh annon and Joh n B. Reev e 
from th e th ird ward. 
Th e town board met 'Sep tember 0, 
two day s after th e election, 
and 
turned ov er th e affairs of th e city 
to th e newly elected officers, 
wh o 
h eld office until May .

And 
if, as Mr. Marsh states, the tariff 
an farm products tends to increase 
the price <>S land it will do this 
of 
course for the reason that the farm ­ 
ers are mak ing money. Mr. Marsh 
pretty well proves tlu* case of the 
protectionists without 
going 
any 
further. 
What the farmers want is higher 
prices and more profits on their pro­ 
ducts', with tin* subsequent stiffening 
in tin* price of land. They 
prelor 
this to any 
theoretical 
program 
which promises to do something tor 
the “ producing farmer " but fails 
.!•» land anywhere. What is hurting 
i the /farmer more than all else is the 
j depressed price 
of 
farm 
lands, 
which lias reduced his credit 
and 
prevents those who have borrowed 
too heavily from selling off’ some of 
their land and thus mak ing 
their 
financial position sale. Farmers will 
surely not “ view with alarm " 
Mr. 
.Marsh's prediction of rising 
land 
prices as a result of the protective 
tariff. 
Mr. Marsh deplores the fact that 
a third of tin* farms are operated 
I by tenant farmers, and

Mr. 
j Marsh will interview a few of them 
| lie will find that the owners of ten- 
jant farms during the past

Republican, the Rushville Jacksoa- 
ian and the Rushville Graphic, call- 
ing attention to the fact thai a city 
election would be held and new of- 
ficers selected for the city. 


The notices stated that the voters 


would'elect tl>e following: one may- 
or, one clerk, one 
assessor, one 


treasurer, one marshal!, and 
two 


councilmen from each ward, or six 
conncilmen. The three voting places 
were designated as follows:

Marsh's prediction of rising land 
prices as a result of the protective 
tariff. 


Mr. Marsh deplores the fact that 


a third of the farms arc operated 
by tenant farmers, and 
if 
Mr. 


Marsh -will interview a few of them 
he will find that the owners of ten- 
ant farms during the past 
few 


years have been just as sorry about 
it as he can possibly be, since they 
have been holding these farms with- 
out much profit to themselves. 
If 


there has been any increase in land 
tenancy, it has not1'1 been due to the 
tariff but to the fact that 
every 


year a new supply of farmers moves 
to town.
